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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant asserts that Williamson does not 
disclose the use of hydraulic control line 34 to control the operation of well tool assemblies. However, the previous Office Action clearly 
states that hydraulic line 36 controls all the valve assemblies. Also, applicant asserts that there is no suggestion of a single control line 34 
being used to control both a flow valve and a cross-flow prevention valve. Once again, hydraulic line 36 controls all valve operation. 
Additionally, applicant argues that there is no disclosure in Williamson of a cross flow prevention valve disposed between valves 
associated with corresponding formations. In reference to claims 1 and 19, the argument is more limited than the claims as claims 1 and 
19 do not recite a second valve associated with a formation. In reference to claim 14, Williamson still reads on the claim as valves 14 and 
16 are between fomiations 24 and 30 and prevent fonfnation cross flow. Lastly, the examiner does not concur with the applicant's 
assertion that Williamson does not disclose a cross flow prevention valve for use with a flow valve that is actuated by the same hydraulic 
line. 
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
